Why Do Catholics Practice Confession ! 
| It should rather be asked why did the so-called Reformers abolish the practice of 
Confession, since the whole Christian world from the beginning believed in the power 
of the successors of the Apostles to forgive sins in God’s name, and all Christians prac- 
ticed Confession. Protestants agree that Confeapion to a priest was practiced from the 
time of the Council of the Lateran in the year 1215, because it is on record that this 
Council referred to Confession as a practice, and placed on the faithful an obligation 
to confess their sins at least once a year to a duly authorized priest. In the fifth cen- { 
tury Pope Leo forbade bishops to insist on public Confession, declaring that private Con- 
fession wis sufficient. St. Jerome, in the fourth century, calls Confession the “second 
plank after ship-wreck” (of the soul) ; St. Cyprian, in the third century, says much about 
the practice, dnd Origen and Tertullian, in the second century, write yg: Cog its 
necessity and benefits. St. Irenaeus, of the first century, speaks of it. is brings 


| us back to the very days of the Apostles, to whom Christ “committed the ministry of 
reconéiliation” (II Cor. V, 18-19). 


Today not only all Roman Catholics, but the Greeks and all the Christian sects of 
Asia, which are one thousand years older than any form of Protestantism, believe in and 
practice Confession. Three-fourths of all the Christians in the world observe the prac- 
tice today. Therefore, the minority—the one-fourth—should give an account of itself ) 
rather than ask the three-fourths to defend themselves. 

The Christian has no choice in the matter. Christ delegated the Apostles to for- 
give sin in His name, and since sin was not to cease With the death of the Apostles, 
their successors must be similarly delegated and empowered. 


Sin is the only obstacle to eternal salvation. Hence a sacrament to remove this 
obstacle was to be expected above all else. You believe that Christ instituted Baptism 
to take away whatever sins were committed before its reception. Of what avail would 
it be to have such a sacrament if*there were not another to forgive sins committed 
after Baptism? It is not the man who forgives sins; it is Christ through the man. It 
is the Sacrament of Baptism which forgives sins, through the minister who confers it; 
it is the Sacrament of Penance which forgives sins through the priest who absolves. | 

Before Christ died He promised to the Apostles power of “binding and loosing”; 
| after the Resurrection He conferred that power (John XX, 21-283). The mere words | 
“As the Father hath sent me, I also send you” themselves suggest the commission, be- 

cause Christ was “sent” especially to take away sin. Since only God can forgive sin, 
Christ followed up His delegation of power with the words “Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost, whose sins you shall forgive, they are forgiven them, and whose sins you shall ) 
| retain, they are retained.” 


| Of course, a priest can forgive sins only if he be able to trace his succession back 
to the Apostles; but in the Catholic Church this is very easy to do. 

It should be unnecessary to mention that the confession of one’s sins must be ac- 
| companied by supernatural sorrow and a firm resolution to amend one’s life. No priest, 
5 no bishop, no pope, could forgive the sins of one who was not sincerely sorry for them. 
| The charges which our enemies make to the effect that people must pay to have their 
sins forgiven, or that the priest must ask all kinds of questions of the penitent, are ab- 
solutely false, as any Catholic who has practiced Confession for years will assure you. 
What is told the priest in Confession is completely buried. It will never be repeated; it 
will never be thought of again. If a priest were to reveal anything heard in Confession, 
or if he accepted any money in return for a confession, he would be reported and sus- 
pended from further exercise of this function of his ministry.

MORE LESSONS TAUGHT BY CONTESTANTS 
FOR ESSAY. 

Many of those who sent us Essays for our Contest, or 
who wrote letters in reply to those published, spoke of the 
apparent lack of sociability among Catholic people. Some 
mentioned the custom which obtains in Protestant churches, 
of making the time before and after services one of social 
intercourse and conversation, and the ease with which 
acquaintances are made at such times. Both young men and 
young women told of their experiences in going into a strange 
parish and remaifiing un-noticed and un-spoken-to by their 
coreligionists. | 

It is true thatthe underlying purpose of the gathering 
of Catholic people, in their churches on Sunday mornings is 
quite different, beth in theory and in fact, from that which 
brings their Protestant neighbors together. The Catholic 
goes to church for one sole purpose—the worship of God 
Almighty. Anything by way of instruction from the priest, 
or social amenity.on the part of his fellow-worshippers, is 
purely incidental... And the tendency of our people to keep 
strictly within the limits of the avowed purpose of the Sun- 
day morning gathering is strengthened by the sacredness of 
our temples, in Which conversation and the meetings of 
groups of people, éither before or after Divine Service, would 
be felt by all to be out of place. The awe which the sacred 
mysteries inspire Jn Catholic hearts produces a peculiar sort 
of timidity, which*tints all our acticns while we are within 
the sacred precincts. And this is quite as it should be, for 
the church is non@ ether than the House of God and the gate 
of Heaven, certaig&iy not a place for conversation and social 
foregathering. 

But there does not seem to be any reason why the lack 
of “after church Sociability” should be a barrier against 
which the Catholic who finds himself alone and new in a 
parish should kn in vain. The very fact that you have 
seen a young man @pproaching the Sacraments frequently is 
sufficient recommé@g@ation as to character for you, young 
man, to make yougself known to him, and after an interval 
to introduce him ‘to the ladies of your family. Nor could 
there be any objettion if an usher, noticing a young lady 
frequently coming:alone, and obviously a stranger, should 
ask quietly if she Would care to be introduced to softie matron 
of the parish, with daughters of her own, or to the officers 
of the Sodality.

But we could, and we 
ought, ali of us, to show ourselves less stiff and unbending to 
“the stranger within our gates,” especial'y if that stranger 
is of “the household of the Faith.” Without making the House 
of God a place for social amenities, we could easily make the 
Catholic welcome of strangers and guests at least as cordial
